Seven Strikes Affect East Bay Area Workme

Economic Fist 
Of Unions in 


Mighty Blows 


Labor was in the ring this week + 
~—and in the top headlines every~ 
where—swinging its massive eco- 
nomic fist to fight its way out-of 
wage deflation and price inflation. 

Six strikes and an almost-strike 
that had not only the nation but the 
world watching alertly were affect- 
ing the East Bay this week: 

1. The 12,000 AFL Carpenters Uf- 
ion members who struck in four 
Bay Area counties turned down 


|} cold. through their District Council 


Monday night a 15-cent wage boost 
proposal. Arthur Cunningham, dele- 
gate to the Central Labor Council 
from Carpenters 36, told the coun- 
cil at the very hour the district vote 
was being taken in San Francisco: 
“They're sure to turn it down, be- 


| cause the bosses are offering us this 
|; money with one hand while they 


take away all the other benefits of 
our contract with the other,” 


2. The AFL Commercial Teleg- 


raphers Union, which struck April 
2, bringing out hundreds in the Bay 
Area and some 30,000 throughout 


| the country, was “disproving the 


lies” spread by the Western Union 
Company that there is a “back to 
work” movement. CTU Delegate 
Wayne Gardner told the Central 
Labor Council that in Washington, 
D. co newspapers reported that 150 
strikers had gone back to work, but 
when pickets let reporters in to 
investigate, the reporters found that 
of 800 workers in the establishment, 
only four were working. This, 
Gardner said, was typical through- 
out the nation. CLC Assistant Sec- 
retary William P,. Fee said that he 
had rarely seen such good unién 
spirit as the CTU strikers were 
showing in their daily meetings in 
the Temple. 

3. The more than 500 AFL Pile 
Drivers who went on strike in the 
Bay Area April 8, were holding firm 
for a 15-cent hourly pay increase, 

4. Nearly 2000 men were out due 
to the AFL Auto Salesmen’s strike 
which began in the East Bay March 
27, 400 of them being the strikers 
and the others AFL auto mechan- 
ics, painters and others who are 
observing the picket lines. The em- 
ployers continued to fire off pois- 


oned ads.at the strikers.in.the-Prik-i> 


une, but Al Silva, leader of the 
striking union, said the ads didn’t 
take up the truth of the struggle 
over commissions which led to the 
strike. 

5. Another AFL union, the ‘Car- 
men and Motor Coach organization, 
continued the strike against the 
Greyhound bus lines which’ began 
March 2. There was no sign of 
either side giving in for a time. 

6. The telephone and Western 
Electric strikes’ by CIO workers 
which began this week, April 7, 
was giving indications that the com- 
pany plans to try to force an issue 
and throw all employes out for a 
fight to the finish. 


7, The biggest strike of all, by 


{ the CIO Steel Workers, didn’t come. 


off April 9 as planned, because 
President Truman, denouncing the 
steel companies over the radio for 
demanding a big price boost if the. 
Government's report on wage de- 
mands went through, ordered -the 
steel mills seized. Result: Some 
8000 in the Bay Area reported for 
work,

Theater Manager Absconds With Cash 


Local theatrical circles were all 
agog at the beginning of the week, 
when the Telenews reported over 
$1100 missing in week end receipts. 

Shortly after the report, Las 
Vegas police had Forrest Vincent 
Bradley in custody as a suspect. 
Local papers referred to him as the 
second assistant manager. 

The alleged theft followed a Series 
of irregularities at the theater over 
the past month involving various 
syms of money. 

Baxter has never been a member 
of this union. Although he was do- 
ing work at times under our juris- 
diction, the clearance card clause 
was violated. Inasmuch as a “clear- 
ance card had never been applied 
for, our office was unable to co- 
operate with law enforcement offi- 
cers in any manner. 

Generally when you find an em- 
ploye unwilling to obtain a clear- 
ance card, after having been or- 
dered to do so by the management 
there is something wrong. It doesn’t 
necessarily follow that the person 
has something to hide, but it is 
éften a tip off that the employe 
does not intend to stay on the job 
very long, or for some reason may 
know that he will not be issued a 
clearance card, 


Some managers look lightly on* 


the matter of the clearance card, 
although this is not the case in the 
Telenews instance. The difficulty 
there seemed to be one of delegat- 
ing authority to unqualified per- 
sonnel, 

Some managers have harbored, 
unknowingly, suspected criminals, 
when the fact would have been 
brought to light by the refusal of 
a clearance card by the business 
office of the union. 

We are reminded of the case of a 
fellow who was out on bail after 
being charged with theft at a Fox- 
West Coast house, several years 
ago. 

A check of a Golden State house 
about four blocks away by thg un- 
ion officials discovered him work- 
ing as an usher, without a ‘clear- 
ance card, 


The union officers said nothing, 
but returned the following day and 
asked to see the man’s clearance 
card. The manager said he hadn't 
gotten around to telling him to 
obtain one yet. The union offtcers 
then demanded the immediate dis- 
missal of the employe on _ the 
grounds that he had not obtained 
a clearance card before going to 
work. The manager protested ve- 
hemently, saying that the union 
was too technical, and anyway he 
was thinking of making an execu- 
tive of the fellow very shortly. 

The union officials were adamant 
in their stand that the man could 
not work without a clearance card. 
If the manager wished to use him 
in an executive capacity not cov- 
éréd by the union agreement that 
was his business. However, they 
would issue no clearance for an 
interim period. 

When refusing a clearance it has 
been a practice to admit to the 
individual the reason for such re- 
fusal, 

The manager quickly changed his 
tune and hegged the union officials 
to keep his blunder quiet, and to 
overlook the fact that he was going 
to pay his “protege” off out of the 
petty cash to avoid having his name 
on the payroll. 

He later put one of his faithful 
plodding employes in the executive 
position and Was rewarded by much 
more honest service than he should 
have expected from the “flash in 
the pan,” that was working without 
a clearance card. 

The protege eVentually wound up 
in San Quentin prison, according 
to last reports as carried in the 
public press. 

There is quite a moral here for 
every employe whether he be the 
Distirct Manager or the newest 
usher,

r “WATCH IT” with Watchmakers, by George F. Allen ft: 


Watchmakers Want Group Contract 


We held our first meeting on 
Tuesday, April 1, with Mr. Hale of 
the Santa Clara Employers Council 
who was representing the San Jose 
retail jewelers. 

Although the meeting was very 
informal, there was a definite at- 
tempt made by Mr. Hale to ascer- 
tain if the union would agree to-an 
election within the” retail industry 
in San Jose in order to establish 
whether or not we represented the 
majority of workers 

I believe to agree to an eléction 
would be very dangerous because of 
the fact that over 90 per cent of 
the retail jewelry stores employ 
only one watchmaker, which makes 
it almost impossible to counteract 
a negative vote cast by this type 
of a store. Where there are groups 
of workers employed you always 
have a far better chance to over- 
¢ome any negative vote than you 
Yo where there is only one employe 
casting a kallot. 

We discussed this point at length 
with the membership in San Jose 
at their last meeting and I am 
quite confident they will object to 
holding any industry-wide election. 
If we are unable to get the retailers 
to deal with us as a group, we shall 
proceed to sign agreements with 
the individual stores. 

Another meeting was arranged 
yesterday, With Mr. Hale represent- 
ing the San Jose jewelers and the 
next meeting of the San Jose mem- 
bership will be held on Tuesday, 
April 15. 

For those of you who believe the 
Bay Area is the only spot where 
business is slow—don’'t you believe 
it! We have just had a communica- 
tion from the northwest and the 
same conditions prevafl there as 
do here.

Murphy Avenue. The party to see is 
the owner of the establishment, Mr. 
G. J. Paquette. Asking price—$7000. 

The second place for sale is that 
shop known as the Opal Shop— 
room 302 in the Howard Building, 
209 Post Street, San Francisco. This 
business has been established ap- 
proximately 30 years and for the 
past five years has been .operated 
by Ed. Moore, a watchmaker mem- 
ber of our union, 

Brother Moore states that the 
shop will need a watchmaker to 
operate it and that if the right per- 
son can be found, a _ reasonable 
arrangement can be worked out. He 
desires to move up into the country 
and that is the reason for his want- 
ing to discontinue business.

Tobin Urges Jobless Pay 


For Korean War Veterans 

WASHINGTON (LPA)—Veterans 
unable to find jobs after leaving 
the Armed Services should have 
unemployment compensation, Secre- 
tary of Labor Maurice J. Tobin be- 
lieves. 

He told a House Ways and Means 
subcommittee recently that service- 
men are being discharged now at 
the rate of 800,000 a year, and that 
the figure will run between 750,000 
and 1,000,000 for “several years to 
come.” 

In most states, said Tobin, these 
ex-servicemen have no protection if 
they can’t find jobs. Many others 
find jobs, then are laid off because 
of cutbacks in civilian production, 
but do not get the protection which 
tides over civilian workers.

Congressman George P. Miller talked very frankly and very 
flatly to us labor people assembled at the buffet dinner in his 
honor last Friday night. 


Yoti'll find his statement on page one of this issue of East Bay 
Labor Journal, but we're going to repeat right here some of the 
things he said, which we think every reader should take to 
heart. Miller said: 

“T have a 15-year labor record in the Legislature and in Con- 
gress as good as-any in the country. You can’t afford to have 
me defeated through apathy. If that happens, what incentive 
would there be for another man to try fo represent you? 

“Let me give you some practical political advice. It is this. 
Endorsement by a, labor union is only worth the paper it's 
written on. Unless the union gets it around by word of mouth 
te everybody, the endorsement means nothing. 

“If I do my best, and you do half your best, it’s in the bag. 
But only if we do. 

“With merely one-fourth of the labor people working for a 

candidate, you can win any election in the county or in the 
state. But you can’t win by saying, “Well, now we've endorsed 
you, but we've got a lot of our own work to do, so we'll leave 
your election to you.’ No. You can’t win that way. 
. “lL want your help. Take the message back to your own union, 
so that come June and come November we can be successful 
in doing our part to preserve the blessings of dem_cracy that 
made this country great.” 

That is very straightforward talk, and it is talk of the kind 
that is necessary. 

Labor shouldn't be so fatuous as to assume that by merely 
giving an offhand endorsement, it can havé whom it pleases in 
the Legislature or in Congress. 5 

Actually, unless labor gets in and digs for its candidate, the 
endorsement by labor is a handicap, and a very severe one. 

The minute a man is endorsed by labor, he’s a marked man 
for the anti-labor forces. Money is poured into the anti-labor 
candidate's campaign funds, measures are taken to get hundreds 
of precinct workers into action. 

Then the labor-endorsed candidates is left holding in his hand 
that scrap of paper, labor’s endorsement, and the election re- 
turns showing that the other fellow, the one the. anti-labor 
forces backed, wor the seat in Congress! 


BITS AND BITES 


CONGRESSMAN CLINTON McKINNON, candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for U. S. Senator, has written a 
jetter to Dewey Anderson, who has withdrawn from the race 
for the Senatorship. Writes McKinnon: “Never in all my 
years of political life have I seen or been so impressed with 
such an act of political unselfis’ -~s.’ Anderson, executive 
director of the Public Affairs Ins : of Washington, D. C., 
said that he feels there must be “u .:cation of the Democratic 
forces around one candidate’ in order to defeat Senator Know- 
land's bid for re-election. Certainly if there isn’t unification 
there will be frustration. Knowland knows he’s got to hump to 
make it, and he'll certainly have lots of money back of him.

Not to mention the remarks 
that the current crop of Presidential candidates make about one

War who wouldn’t even admit that Southern ladies were good look- 
ing. He wrote home to a friend: “The women down here generally 
are shaped like a lath, nasty, slab--sided, long-haired specimens of 
humanity. I would as soon kiss a dried codfish as one of them.” 


THE REPUBLICAN PARTY, which thinks it has in the 
corruption issue a sure-fire one for success at the polls in No- 
vember, is the party which has as its leader in the Senate Mr.

IT’S NOT JUST REPUBLICANS, of course, who are too easy In 
their attitude toward shady deals. Consider the Senate itself as an 
institution, as a club extending highly special privileges to its mem- 
bers. Senate rules permit former Senators who become lobbyists the 
privilege of going on the Senate floor to whisper their lobbygags into 
the ears of Senators. In other words, the Senate at the expense of 
the public interest grants unemployment insurance to its members: 
If the voters catch up with a Senator and throw him out of office, 
he can always get a cushy job as a lobbyist with special privileges. 
That rule is more disgraceful than the recently much publicized fact 
that Senator Holland of Florida let, with the Senate’s consent, an 
$18,000 a year oil lobbyist sit by him as a prompter during debate on 
the proposal to retain Federal control of tidelands oil and turn over 
part of the proceeds for school aid. This $18,000 a year oil lobbyist 
was, you might say, non--union—he didn’t belong to the Ex-Senators’ 
Lobby Union.

JACK SHELLEY ANSWERS 
JULIUS BECKER ARTICLE 


Some time back East Bay Labor Journal ran a brief sum- 
mary of an article which Julius T. Becker, member of Carpen- 
ters 36, had written on policies, and which he had sent to the 
editor in carbon copy form. Congressman John F. Shelley of 
San Francisco was referred to in the article, but East Bay Labor 
Journal did not quote Becker's comment on Shelley, merely 


summarizing it. 
Congressman Shelley under date 

of March 28 sent the following let- 

ter to Becker, who in the mean- 

time had published the article in 

Fortnight Magazine: 

Dear Mr. Becker: 


My attention has been called to 
an article in the Fortnight Maga- 
zine for January 21, 1952. The ar- 
ticle is signed with your name and 
includes a paragrapn in which ref- 
erence is made to me by name. 

The paragraph to which I refer 
reads as follows: “To think that an 
attempt was made by our hereto- 
fore illustrious Congressman Jack 
Shelley in Washington, to cover up 
this rotten mess in San Francisco, 
and he would have succeeded were 
it not for Senator Williams, who 
could have been looking for politi- 
cal ammunition .. .” 


“In this letter I wish to do two 
things. Firstly, 4 I consider ,that 
your irresponsible and untruthfful 
references to me were vicious and 
libelous. Secondly, I want to give 
you the facts regarding my actions 


-in connection with the San Frany 


ciseo Internal Revenue Office sit; 
uation so that you will have no pos- 
sible excuse for a repetition of your 
unfounded statements. 

The true facts as regard the San 
Francisco investigations are: 

1. The first person to go to Con- 
gressman King and his subcommit- 
tee to urge that they come to San 
Francisco and hold full hearings 
was myself; - 

2. When the Secretary of the 
Treasury demanded that Mr. James 
Smyth resign during the course of 
the grand jury investigation I went 
to the secretary and told him that 
what he was doing was asking Mr. 
Smyth ta convict himself in the 


|eyes of the public without having 


been charged with -any_ specific 
wrongdoing: in office up to that 
time, without any hearing. and 


without any opportunity to defend 
himself. 

The Secretary of the Treasury ad- 
mitted to me then, and later pub- 
licly to the press, that up until that 
particular time the Treasury De- 
partment had made no investiga- 
tion of their own and had no basis 
for their action. The secretary was 
simply asking for Mr, Smyth's res- 
ignation so that the charges which 
might develop would not later wind 


up in his office and possibly dis-! 


credit him.

This I resented as an infringe- 
ment of thet right guaranteed every 
man under*our system of govern- 
ment to know the exact nature of 
charges against him, and to have 
the right to defend himself; 

3. During the progress of 
separate Treasury Department 
vestigation the Secretary of the 
Treasury notified me that they 
were suspending Mr. Smyth pend- 
ing a full investigation, because 
they had then determined that 
there were some situations in the 
Internal Revenue Office in San 
Francisco which were not com- 
pletely sound. With this I had no 
querrel.
